Schreiber.

and Mrs. Irma Petri from taking 
part in the formal action. 


As envisioned by the board, 
the land will permit long range 
planning for school needs in the 


district. The overall plans to in­ 
clude two high schools, athletic 
facilities, a community library 
and facilities for the repair of 
school buses and cafeteria serv­ 
ice.

The start of the complex will 
be a. senior high school to serve 
1,800 students in the lith and 
12th grades. Completion of this 
is set for September 1968.

The casualty reports varied. 
Official reports said I of the 
Americans definitely was killed, 
6 and possibly 7 were missing 
and 13 wounded. 


But at Phuoc Vinh, an ad­ 
vance c o m m a n d post from 
which reinforcements were be­ 
ing dispatched by helicopter, of­ 
ficers said all living Americans 
—only nine wounded — had been 
evacuated. 


(In Washington, the State De­ 
partment said its latest figures 
were 7 Americans dead and 13 
wounded.) 


First reports from the battle 
area said 14 Americans were 
killed and at least 13 wounded. 


Some of the American casual­ 
ties were believed to be Navy 
Seabees at the special forces 
camp. They were constructing 
an air strip. This might account 
for discrepancies in the casual­ 
ty figures.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson held an informal 
discussion of the increasingly 
bloody war in Viet Nam with 
Ambassador Maxwell D. Taylor 
and top diplomatic and intelli­ 
gence advisers today.
